The governor spoke 
in 
Love 
Memorial Library auditorium in 
the last of a series of lectures on 
“ Communism, 
Threat 
to 
the 
American 
Blconomy,” 
sponsored 
by Alpha K appa Psi fraternity. 
“Communism, as an economic 
system, is no threat to America 
or to free people anywhere. But 
communism, 
as 
a 
conspiracy 
egainst existing governments, em ­ 
ploying every method of trickery 
and deception conceived by the 
hum an mind, is a 
distinct 
and 
continuing 
threat to 
free 
men 
everyw here,” the 
governor a s­ 
serted. 


Battle of Minds 
! 


The present conflict with com­ 
munism m ay be fought by arms 
in a 
limited 
sense, 
but it 
is 
basically a light for the minds of 
men, he stated. 
Peterson went 
on to assert that a conscious revo­ 
lutionary effort IS po.ssible only 
when there exists a foundation of 
discontent. 
“ The masses of Asia today are 
not particularly conscious of the 
class war, 
but they 
are 
bitter 
about 
distinctions 
based 
upon 
color.” Communists 
play 
upon 
this 
hatred 
toward 
the 
white 
race, Peterson .said. 
Explaining the basic tenets of 
M arxian communism and the dif­ 
ferences between the theory and 
actual practice in Russia, Peter­ 
son said the Russian “ enterprise” 
is the basic unit of that country’s 
economy. 
The.se -»re nominally , 
independent 
organizations 
with 
their own capital .structure— and 
they .seek to m ake a profit, the 
governor pointed out. 


No Freedoms 
“ Communism, of course, could 
be democratic. 
It could permit 
the freedoms of worship, speech 
and 
movement, 
but it doesn’t. 
Russia, and all the other com- 


munist-controlled 
countries 
are 
dictatorships in which none of the 
freedoms 
are 
permitted 
and 
where the secret police are su­ 
preme.” 
While communism’s appeal in 
the world is on the decline, the 
party 
leaders 
still 
hope 
the 
United States w'ill destroy itself 
by Its own selfishness, Peterson 
! said. 
He 
warned 
that 
America’s 
greatest-danger is the los.s of the 
value of its money through in- 
ilation. 
“ Eventually, if we are 
to save America, we must adop< 
a simple but difficult rule m 
Washington, in Lincoln and all 
other capitals: 
“ Is this proposal 
good 
for all 
of A m erica’’ 
If 
not it is not good even for the ! 
group which will benefit in the , 
short range.” 


Take Advantage 


To be effective in stopping com- 
muni.sm in America, the governor 
urged that the country take ad­ 
vantage of the “ two most revolu­ 
tionary document.s in the world, 
the Declaration of Indepcndeni-e 
and the Constitution.” In this re­ 
spect, he suppested the elimina­ 
tion of di.scrimination on the basis 
of race, color, creed and w'ealth 
“ Let’s eliminate the injustices 
and inequities in American life in 
; order that we m ay set such a 
I shining exam ple before the world 
that peoples everywhere will want 
to emulate what we have accom­ 
plished.” 
America cannot eliminate over­ 
night the forces which retard peo­ 
ple throughout the world, but it 
must work constantly at it, the 
governor declared. “ We must not 
think in terms of despoiling for­ 
eign peoples of their great n a­ 
tional re.sources simply because 
we 
want them, and simply be­ 
cause they are retarded in com- 
pari.son to our standard of living.” 
“ Wi.sdom is not the exclusive 
possession of the white man and 
of the heritage which he traces 
through 
Rome 
and Greece to 
Palestine. W^e must get our.selves 
down on the ground. 
We must 
recognize our oneness with hu- 
man beings the world around.”
